(pages 1628 and 1629), the bill would add @ new section 5A to the — 
Subversive Activities Control Act of 1950 (P.L. 81-831, 50 U.8.C. 781). 
Section 5A would provide as follows? 


 “— Secretary of Defense is authorised to prescribe uniform 

standards and criteria for determi: the eligibility for access 
to classified defense information of “ any person who has a 
contract with « military department, (2) any person who has 6 
subcontract of such soutract, and (3) any employee of any such 
person. ‘The Secretary shall prescribe the adsiniatrative pro- 
cedures governing the disposition of all cases in vhich eligibil- 
ity for access to classified defense information has been denied,

by the Secretary under this section shall be designed to protect 
from Aisclosure ell information which, in the epinion of the 
Secretary, would effect the national security, safety, or public 
iuterest, or would tend to compromise investigative sources or 
investigative methods.”
